' On the forty-third ballot the deadlock 
in the Third senatorial convention held 
at the city hall yeiterday afternoon and 
Jast evening, was broken -and David H. 
.Flctt, of this city, .was 'nominated,' re- 
ceiving 23 votes, John Reynolds 12 and 
O. W. Johnson l; but when the an- 
nouncement was made amidst great ap- 
plause, Mr. Flett took the floor and 
(threw consternation among the delegates 
when he said:

Gentlemen of the' Convention: While 


3 thank yo|tfor the honor in nominating 
jne for ittatS 'senator, 'it has been under- 
stood that .under no circumstances would 
I be a candidate for the office and that 
1 would not accept. My friends .fully 
•understood this. It is a -physical im- 
possibility for me to accept, for reasons 
that I do not care to discuss' here, and 
I shall, therefore, decline to be a candi- 
date." 


The -declination 
of 
Mr. 
Flett, of 


course, was a great disappointment and 
the convention was all at sen. The ten 
votes of John S. Blakey, of the Second 
district had been thrown to him and 
with the fourteen from the city brought 
about the nomination.

ft-at John F. Reynolds whom they claim- 
ed hud i:CJt kept solemn promises ;mnde 
to Mr. Blnkey four', years ago, when he 
withdrew from the deadlock ana permii- 
tcd the' nomination to go to Mr. Rey- 
nolds.

A RECESS TAKEN. 


After the twenty-fourth 
ballot 
was 


taken yesterday afternoon, without a 
choice, tho deadlock practically' being a 
continuation between 
John W. Owen, 


John S. Blakey nnd' John Reynold'*, and 
with no prospects of a choice, Arthur 
Uugunin, of the Second \vnrrl, made a 
motion that the convention take a re- 
cess until 5 o'clock, but'- the delegates 
voted down the motion. Other motions 
were made to adjourn, but the conven- 
tion did not want it that way, preferring 
to continue voting. 


It was suspected that when the ques- 


tion wna put thnt there weve others vot- 
ing than the delegates nnd an nye and 
nc vote was called for. The result w»s 
against a recess, 


John T. Rice, of Waterford, moved 


that the convention adjourn _until 
o'clock iri the evening, to give the dele- 
gates a chance to confer and eat supper 
and the motion prevailed.

Still another scheme was to find another 
Kenosha man than Mr. Reynolds, the del- 
egates feeling that the nomination should 
go to that county, but no such candidate 
could be found, as Mr^ Buckmaster and 
Mr. Gonncrman had declined to stand 
for the nomination and others mentioned 
were not sntiafoc'tory. Then the Second 
district delegates said they would sup- 
port David H. Flett, but that gentleman 
had openly stated that he would not ac- 
cept. So when the convention was ready 
to again resume the fight the' different 
candidates in tho deadlock were practi- 
cally where they stood before adjourn- 
ment.

""Herb." as he is better known to his 
many friends here, the one time crack 
bicycle ritler of this section, and a broth- 
er of George Crane the.Sixth street mer- 
chant, is the owner of a very fine and 
liigh grade vehicle. He,resides with his 
family on a small farm .about a mile 
west of Mound cemetery and owns a fine 
herd of milch Cows. __ He has for some 
time past been coming to the city rcgu- 
larly, every morning, quite early, for tbe 
gurpose'of delivering cans of milk to one 
of the College iivenue milk depots/Herb' 
nb- longer hwany use for a horse- -and 
\tsKs .his, autorcarriagc to bring, the milk 
to. tlifc 'fitv..' He has attached .on 'the 
rear end *of .theUnuchi-nc'ah- equipment 
adequate for. the carrying >f three large 
daily ;cans of .milk. The load, on tho 
rear end does not in any: way interfere 
with. the. riding•-.accommodations. Herb 
can be seen1-.passing- ,:over: the streets 
daily .-jri'thiliis, auto and load." The ma- 
-ehrne -is| covered' with' a-' unique oanopy. 
This method of rapid transit bids well 
to revolutionize the methods previously 
used in this city for carrying on busi- 
ness. - The cost pt running an automo- 
bile is but from fifteen to. thirty cents 
per day for the fuel used. There • are 
now many machines in the city and the 
owners of. them appear.to greatly enjoy 
the fast riding which can be accomplish- 
ed with the auto. Next season Racine 
will possess one of the finest factories in 
the .world for the manufacture of ma- 
chines, and the Wisconsin Wheel Works 
will in a few days have out 
on the 


streets their first perfected machine for 
public inspection. The 
machine to be 


turned out at the local plant will be of 
the highest grade and will possess many 
late improvements not seen, on horseless 
carriages at th« present time. The local 
company:. now have the bodies of about 
100 autos completed and have awarded 
the contract for the manufacture of the 
engines to-the Pierce Engine company.

Edward Mill*, state oil inspector, was 


on the wound and it was noticed that 
he was in consultation with leading poli- 
ticians. Nobody blames Mr. Mills for 
the active interest he is taking, -but his 
work had little effect today. 


There was little talk in regard to T+3. 


Follctte and anti-La Folletie, but it was 
distinctly understood that any one of the 
candidates successful in getting the nom- 
ination would be for John C. Spooner for 
United States senator and support him 
first, lost nnd at all times, if elected at 
the noils.

CALLED TO ORDER. 


Previous to the convention being call- 


ed to order it was evident that there 
was nothing like an agreement reached 
bv the delegates.

A. E. Buckmaster, of Kenosha, could 
casilv be elected as a compromise man,

DTJRING THE RECESS. 


During the recess the delegates held 


conferences and caucuses and made .every 
effort possible to arrive'at some conclu 
•l«n. It was evident that neither one of

Reach Within Cent3 of 1867 


and 1874 Figures. 


CHICAGO, July 24.—Prices for both 


cash and July oats soared skyward again 
today reaching the new record price of 
70 cents. This price is only on« ceibt 
under the panic prices of 1874 and 1807. 
This price, which is in excess of the price 
of the much talked of July corner, re- 
sulted from two purchaMS of only ten 
thousand bushels each. Ordinarily such" 
an insignificant business would not affect; 
the market perceptibly. The real cause 
back of the extraordinary situation that 
shows oats selling at higher prices than 
corn,'is one of a supposed natural corner' 
in new July. oats. Many .chronic bears- 
sold too many July oats short, trusting 
to the prospects of excellent crops to 
help them fill contracts. Bulls under th« 
leadership of James Patton, mayor of 
Evanston, conservatively took? in most 
of ' those short' lines, arguing that re- 
ceipts of oats in this market would be 
top small to permit of sufficient quanti- 
ties of contract oats being delivered on 
contracts. The weather worked against 
the shorts almost as if it were in league 
with' the Patton crowd. Receipts did 
come in in driblets and contract grading 
was t very poor. There was talk yester- 
day that a trainload of oats would be 
sent from California to break the poei- 
tion of the bulls, but this idea was giv- 
en up by most of the speculators because 
the oats could not be worked through 
the elevators before August 
first.

Then there was talk 
of Peter Fisher being the logical man, 
but that did not seem to suit tn^- poli- 
ticians. 
. Mr. Reynolds came on the field.of bat- 
tle with the solid twelve from Kenosha 
county; Mr. B'.akey, of Union , Grove, 
with the solid 
ten 
from 
the country 


towns and John W. Owens claimed to 
have from ten to twelve of the delegates 
from the city. Naturally there was the 
usual caucusing and talks of trades, etc. 
From the start Mr. Blakey.said that he 
would not favor Mr. .Reynolds, for the 
reason 
of alleged promises made 
two 


years ago and said to have been broken. 


Everybody admitted that the city and 


county of Racine held the key to the sit- 
uation, having twenty-four votes, but it 
was problematical as to whether the sol- 
id delegation for Blakey a-nd Reynolds 
could be broken. Mr. Blakey: and. his 
friends announced that they had come 
here for a fight and were prepared to re- 
main a week if necessary, and Mr. Rey- 
nolds' 
friends said 
ditto, 
while 
Mr. 


Owens also said he- was in the battle to 
(remain until the majority of forces show- 
ed their hand. 


John P. Davies and David G. Janes 


were prominently mentipned as possible 
successful candidates of the compromise 
order and then again it was hinted that 
a dark horse, a man not mentioned -in 
connection with the nomination, would 
possibly be sprung. 


Edward Mills, state oil inspector, was 


on the ground and it was noticed that 
he was in consultation with leading poli- 
ticians. Nobody blames Mr. Mills for 
the active interest he is taking, -but his 
vork had little effect today; 


There was little talk in regard to La 


Follette and anti-La Follette, but it was 
distinctly iinclerstood that any one of the 
candidates successful in .getting the nom- 
ination would be for John C. Spooner for 
United States senator and support him 
first, last and at all times, if elected at 
the polls. 


While all of this unusual activity was 


in progress it was noticed that the lead- 
ing Democrats were standing by and say- 
ing nothing. Without any effect at con- 
cealment they 
admitted that Mayor 


^Michael Higgins would be their unani- 
mous nominee for state senator. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 


Previous to the convention being call- 


ed to order it was evident that there 
was nothing like an agreement reached 
by the delegates. The previous talk of a 
compromise on this or that candidate 
had availed nothing. It was talked that 
A. E. Buckmaster, 
of Kenosha, could 


easily be elected as a compromise man, 
Tout that gentleman openly said that he 
'could not afford to stand for the nomi- 
nation and then the name of C. H. Gon- 
nerman was suggested. While the two 
or three Racine county candidates stood 
•well at least for a number of ballots, 
there was a feeling that the nomination 
should go to a Kenosha man and the 
Strongest one it was possible to bring up.

' David H. Flett was elected chairman 


'of the convention on motion of R. M. 
'Boyd. Upon taking the chair Mr." Flett 
made a brief but timely address, saying 
in substance.

The men who arc today and tomorrow 


nominated in this county, will, if elected, 
have very important duties to perform. 
Among other things, they will be called 
upon to elect a successor to that match- 
less statesman, the acknowledged leader 
today of tho United States senate, Hon- 
orable John C. Spooner.

SOME REFLECTION. 


Well-posted writers 
on stock matter 


topics arc advising a course of reflection 
on the-part of the public. For a long 
time the public have held aloof from the 
stock -market, believing some of the quoT 
tations for prominent stocks 
were, out 


of all proportion to the heavy indebted- 
ness underlying it all. If earnings were 
'so large so 'much the better for those in- 
terested, but such did not justify 
the 


balloon experience of -some prominent 
stocks. An eastern correspondent of a 
Chicago paper says: 


"The phenomenon of high prices is by 


no moans confined to securities. The 
cost of articles entering into domestic 
consumption are within a fraction of the 
highest point in their history. Compar- 
ative cash prices for commodities this 
Tear and last show wheat, flour and all 
breadstuffs selling at greatly enhanced 
prices 
The same is true of meat prod- 


ucts, cotton and nearly all ths metals 
with the exception of copper and lead, 
The same locally is true of real estate 
values— 'the last market to go up and 
the last market to fall.' 


ifln all this, with the gigantic expan- 


sion of credits and the personal extrava- 
gance of the country, there is much food 
for reflection. The clanger of 'overtrad- 
ing' and 'ovcrspeculation is always en- 
hanced when prices ore high, and it 
is 


from the railroad rather than the indus- 
trial and monetary situation that 
the 


"country has 
to fear. Many political 


economists hold, in .fact, 'that high prices 
are a forerunning sign of a crisis. 


'•'It must be apparent to persons fa- 


miliar. with Wall street that the prevail- 
ing high prices of the best character of 
securities render it beyond the means of 
the average speculator to buy extensive- 
ly of the standard shares, some of which 
are now selling above the price of the 
first mortgage bonds of the properties 
and others where they yield less than 
•Britfsh consols or German imperial se- 
curities. Many even of the non-dividend 
paying stocks arc selling where the 
price would justify a 2 or 3 per cent div- 
idend, and soire of them where they 
would be high if they paid 4 per cent or 
even 5 per cent on the money. These. 
high prices put a severe tax upon the 
average brokers to provide the necessary 
funds to buy the -stocks, for soonor or 
later banks and trust companies will 
come to a realizing sense of how much 
money they are loaning on securities 
selling at inflated values. From such a 
level it would appear 
difficult to long 


sustain an active movement, for the ad- 
vance. and the forcing of the public, if 
it should be whipcd into active purchas- 
ing ing in the market, 
into second and 


third class stocks and 
the "cats 
and 


clogf," will assuredly carry with it 
its 


own penalty in the end. Under any cir- 
cumstances the present security market 
is one which necessitates on the part of 
the would-be speculators great cautiqn 
and careful discretion.'' 


RESTRICTION OP IMMIGRATION, 
The character of the emigration of 


late has not favorably attracted the at- 
tention of any American interests. The 
increasing number of illiterates, and of 
u'ndesirable classes is more the fault of 
the steamship companies than perhaps 
other causes. Immigration officials in- 
form the government that more 
aged 


persons than in former years are com- 
ing and-the etatement is made over half 
now of the incoming human tide is un- 
able to read or write in any language. 
We have laws against 
objectionable 


people coming into the country 
and in 


"two months of the past spring 1,042 were 
deported, that is sent back to their .for- 
mer home. The total number of de- 
.ported is pitibly. small in view of the 
number succeeding in getting entrance 
who never should have. And that our 
labor organizations are fully conscious 
of the evils, is evidenced in the enor- 
mous number of petitions sent to con- 
gress, in this last session asking for a 
law barring out every one who is unable 
to read or write. Congress, 
of course, 


paid no attention, for in this ever in- 
creasing tide of Illiterates, objectionable 
persons, objectionable nationalities, there 
is food for the hopper of the politicians. 
There is rich 
fool for the immense 


trusts which are fast getting the coun- 
try by the throat. Congress can take 
the best part of a whole session to de- 
bate on our foreign possessions, but 
when important legislation is before the 
country, trifle with it and treat such 
from the standpoint of comparative in- 
difference. 


The petitions from American labor or- 


ganizations respectfully asking congress 
to enact a proper educational law to ap- 
ply to all immigration make up some of 
the congressional junk that goes to the 
scrap pile, for evidently this seems 
to 


have been the disposition of the thou- 
sands of petitions.

Then again there are 
reports of another American syndicate 
going upon a pleasure trip to the Hud- 
son Bay regions, and if true, it can be 
very safely assumed it is after very big 
fish., indeed, so to speak. 


Bub it is perhaps the truth that the 


American world, meaning inclusively 
also the Canadian world, have 
about 


concluded the vast regions to the north- 
wards of the present settlement lines 
must bo opened to the world. The day 
of the Esquimaux is fast passing, and 
now that modern ways can assure tho 
reasonable comfort of man i;i these 
northern regions, man is quite rapidly 
taking possession of these desolate places. 
Indeed fast as man has arrived at the 
northwards the line, barren 
line, has 


been pushed still more 'to the 
north- 


wards and now in an immense expanse 
westwards of Winnipeg and to the north- 
wards even, are fertile fields and are 
raised large crops of wheat. From the 
Klondike comes official reports that ag- 
riculture is quite possible and very as- 
suring crops of vegetables and grains are 
raised- even around Dawson and Circle 
City.

than

Physicians will by most patients have to 
show up with 
a certificate certifying 


they are duly possessed of the natural 
gifts of hypnotism and are practicing 
under the rules adopted 
professionally. 


That would tend to afford the public a 
good measure of protection, but the cer- 
tificates should be insisted upon.

and

children of kindergarten age, that some 
foreign language be taught, and the point 
'may be seriously made, why teach any 
foreign language 
in our public schools 


when the English language itself as to 
spelling, grammar and defining words is 
so very poorly taught. 
But to main- 


tain classes in the language of Europe in 
our schools and destroy kindergarten 
schools is a distinct reflection upon our 
bragged of school system and the good 
judgment of school board members. la 
it politics or what?

It -was• not deemed a fatal 
injury at the time, but his condition 
grew wwrso and 'brain fever set in.; His 
brothers were notified of his danger and 
hurried to Oshkosh, arriving in time to
